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Union Store Follows Suit 


Bookstore Removes 
Tylenol From Shelf

In the wake of the deaths of 
seven people in the Chicago area 
from cyanide poisoned capsules 
of the pain reliever Tylenol, all 
Tylenol products have been 
removed from shelves of the 
Hornet Bookstore and the Univer- 

} sity Union Store 

Elroy Littlefield, manager of the 
stores, explained, ‘We are simply 
not se!ling any Tylenol! products 
We just fee! that until all the ques- 
tions are answered we should not 
sell them. We made the decision 
some time ago and ! think as 
things have happened it has 
proven to be a ccrrect decision 

Littlefield said he made the 
decision to remove the Tyleno! 
himself shortly after news broke of 
the first poisonings. He had not 
received any official notification to 


do so from state or federal health 
authorities 

Beverly Powell of the state 
heaith department said all consu- 
mers are encouraged to return any 
extra-strength or regular strength 
Tylenol capsules, no matter how 
old they are, to wherever they 
bought them. Although no refund 
program has yet been arranged 
from the manufacturer, McNiel 
Consumer Products Co . Little- 
field said people who have pur- 
chased Tylenol from his stores 
may want to return them for a 
refund, and he will oblige them 

At least seven deaths have been 
attributed to Tylenol capsules 
laced with the poison cyanide in 
the Chicago area, and in what 
authorities have called an unre- 
lated incident, an Oroville man 
recently was poisoned by Tylenol 
capsules containing strychnine 
but later recovered

Candidate Complains: 
Excluded From Forum

A third party lieutenant gover- 
nor candidate is objecting to state 
officials that he has been exciuded 
from campaign events, including 
the University Union's political 
forum day planned for next 
Wednesday 

Clyde Kuhn of the Peace and 
Freedom Party said there is ‘sys- 
tematic closure” of the election 
process excluding minor parties 
and he will bring his complaint to 
the secretary of state. He nas also 
brought his complaints to univer- 
sity officials and expects to get 
time to respond later 

Kuhn, a Davis resident, teaches 
a cultural heritage course at CSUS 
through the university's extension 
program and has worked with the 
cross-cultural resource center on 
campus. In 1980, he ran unsuc- 
cessfully as a write-in candidate 
for the Congressional seat held by 
U.S. Rep. Vic Fazio. 

Kuhn had haped to appear next 
week along with forum participants 
including: Democratic lieutenant 
governor candidate Leo T. 
McCarthy; former New York Con- 
gresswoman Beila Abzug; sheriff 
candidates Duane Lowe and Rob- 
bie Waters; and state Senate can- 
didates John T. Doolittle and 
Leroy Greene. 

Having recently learned of the 
forum day, Kuhn asked Richard J. 
Schiffers, University Union pro- 
gram director, to add him to the 
program. 

Schiffers refused, noting, “As far 
as throwing Kuhn in against 
McCarthy at this time, we are talk- 
ing two weeks before. There is no 
way in the world. This thing's been 
set for a month.” 

According to Schiffers, invita- 
tions for the event were sent out in 
July. Kuhn was not invited, 
Schiffers said, because “! did not 
even know who the hell he was.” 

Several other considerations 
limited the range of candidates 
invited to the event, Schiffers told 
the State Hornet. 

“There is only so much time and 
80 much student interest you can 
gather,” he said, adding they had 


ing who and what to include 

“It is a value judgment, but 
somebody has to make it, 
Schiffers said, noting they had not 
contacted ali of the campaigns or 
advocates and opponents of the 15 
propositions appearing on the 
November 2 bailot 

To date, only one debate has 
been heid at CSUS. It concerned 
Proposition 15, the gun control 
initiative 

Schiffers also noted he consi- 
dered student interests in select- 
ing the participants and consulted 
the nooners board.

Reynolds to 
Visit CSUS 
Next Week

New California State University 
Chancelior W. Ann Reynolds will 
make her first visit to CSUS this 
month, an officiai at the Chancel- 
lor's office announced 

Reynolds, 44, formerly provost 
at Ohio State University, was 
selected last June to replace the 
retiring Glenn S. Dumke as head of 
the 19-campus system. She is the 
first woman to hold the position 

Charies Davis, Reynolds’ public 
relations Girector, said the chan- 
ceitor will arrive at CSUS on Fri- 
day, Oct. 22 and probably visit with 
administration, staff, faculty and 
student rep: sentatives, as wel! as 
some community leaders. CSUS 
spokesman Chuck McFadden 
said, however, that no firm agenda 
has been set yet 

The Reynolds visit will be part 
of a system-wide get-acquainted 
tour of all CSU campuses, most of 
which she has never seen. 

Reynolds was selected chan- 
cellor after a controversial 11- 
month search by the CSU Board of 
Trustees which was called ‘‘s 
national joke” by one prominent 
state legisiator because it failed to 
contact all possitie sources of 
candidates for the position, par- 
ticularly students and faculty. 

The new chancelior was cho- 
sen after several votes from among 
several candidates, including 
CSUS President W. Lioyd Johns, 
in a closed door meeting of the 
trustees who reportedly aimost 
decided to appoint an interim 
chancelior instead and continue 
searching for a permanent re- 


Later intheday, STAR coordinator 
Richard Cox met with Johns and 
presented him with petitions 
taining over 1.000 signatures ca 
ling for CSUS to be dex

Brings Conservative Views to CSUS

A number of biacks in the 
audience became enraged last 
Thursday during a guest lecture 
by a wel! known visitor 

They shouted ‘What about the 
biacks,” and “Think about the 
dead Panthers!” at the podium 

The speaker was not a neo-Nazi 
or Ku Kiux Klansman. Rather, it 
was ex-Biack Panther Party leader 
Eldridge Cleaver, featured at noon 
in the Library Quad as part of a 
lecture tour sponsored by the Uni- 
fication Church 

The large audience was quiet at 
first as Cleaver spoke of his love

for America and his belief that God 
would take care of the country. But 
when he stated his affinity ‘or the 
police and later, when he com- 
mented that he wouid “love to be 
in the FBI" some of the audience 
responded with ridicule and verbal 
challenges 

Cleaver is used to such con- 
frontations. He even seemed to 
enjoy it. Rarely losing his compo- 
sure, he calied the exchanges 
“ignorant commentary” and 
addressed one biack mate as 
“boy.” 

There was a time when Cleaver 
would not have allowed such lan- 
guage in his presence. in 1968 
Cleaver and a 17-year-old Panther 
named Bobby Hutton were holeo 
up in a house in Oakianc. For 
hours Oakland police pumped 
round upon round into the resi- 
dence, with only minimum fire 
returned. At last, Bobby Hutton 
tried to surrender and was shot 
dead by the police. 

Cleaver gave himself up and 
was taken to jail, his leg shattered 
by bullets. The charge stemming 
from the shootout wes attempted 
murder.

* Cleaver had plenty of expe- 
rience with the legal system before 
that night. At 16 he was jailed for 
posession of marijuana. and he 
spent the ensuing years in and out 
of prison. In jail, he became a 
member of the Black Muslims, fol- 
lowers of Maicoim X. 

in 1965 he was released from 
Soledad, mainiy through the 
efforts of literary personalities 
who were impressed by his work 
Soul on ice, a coliection of essays 
about biack prison life. 

Almost immediately, he be- 
came minister of information for 
the fledgling Black Panther Party, 
under the leadership of militant 
Huey Newton. His name became 
linked in the mythology of the era 
with Newton, Bobby Seale, and 
more loosely, Martin Luther \ing. 

No wonder, then, that many of 
his old followers feel betrayed. in 
piace of his strong words that once 
advocated equality, he now 
preaches the politics of concilia- 
tion. Where he once taiked of a 
North American liberation move- 
ment he now hints that the

women's and civil rights move- 
ments are communist inspired 

“Papa Rage” now aligns himself 
with the Mormon Church, which 
did not allow blacks into its lay pri- 
esthood until 1978, nearly 150 
years after its inception. It stiii dis- 
courages inter-racial dating and 
marriage. 

Cleaver spent seven years in 
exile, from 1968 to late 1975, first in 
Havana, Cuba, where he said he 
was trying to set up a camp to 
teach guerilla warfare to Ameri- 
cans. He soon became alienated 
with the new class system there 
which he felt was “just as oppres- 
sive and vicious” as its predeces- 
sor. 

From there he spent four years 
in Algiers. At Thursday's lecture he 
Calisd Aigeria, “the rottenest dicta- 
torship on the face of the earth.” 
One of two Algerian students in 
the audience answered indig- 
nantly, “We are from Aigeria and 
we are saying that everything you 
said about Algeria is bulle--t!” 

Cleaver claimed his conversion

When Appointing Senators 


Four new members have joined the Associated 
Students, Inc. senate since the school year began 
some seven weeks ago Unfortunately, none of the 
four had the benefit of being selected by the student 
body, most of whom were unaware of the openings 

Last Tuesday the senate approved Daniel Romero 
as the new representative from the school of educa- 
tion, and Danie! Sutton of the business schoo! also 
joined the panel leaving only one seat stil! vacant 
Roger Westrup. president of ASI. said the remaining 
opening, from the school of arts and sciences. will be 
filled when he completes interviewing candidates 

There has been no public indication by AS! con- 
cerning how many people have applied for the open- 
Ings On the student senate which controls hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually, most of it collected 
from mandatory student fees Although no formal 
Survey has been conducted, a highly informal poll 
indicates very few students were aware of the vacan- 
cies on the senate 

Openings in the state Legislature are filled by a 
speciai election. Most recently Mayor John Seymour 
of Anaheim was elected to replace long-time state 
Sen. John V. Briggs who resigned in 1981 to take a 
lucrative lobbying position. ASI appoints a replace- 
ment for a senator who resigns or vacates his seat for 
any reason ostensibly because of the expense of a 
specia! election 

A special election is, no doubt, costly and consid- 
ering the voting record of CSUS students — a State 
Hornet survey last spring indicated only two cam- 
puses systemwide had lower voter turnouts 
appointment may be the most efficient route for the 
ASI leadership to take. However, when the leaders of 
the student-funded corporation take that power into 
their own hands, along with it come certain 
responsibilities 

First and foremost they must give all potential 
Candidates equa! opportunity to apply for the posi- 
tion. An occasional mention at the weekly meeting is 
hardly sufficient. Neither is word of mouth. In such 
Situations only that smal! handful of students who are 
active in Campus politics have the chance to join the 
senate 

Perhaps the senate leaders will consider a more 
widespread publicity campaign next time seats 
become open 

Most departments hold their classes in specific 
buildings. It would seem reasonabie to place signs or 
posters in and around pertinent buildings to inform 
Students of open senate seats Other places students 
congregate, like the Library or the quad, might also 
be considered. Furthermore, department instructors 
might be asked to announce the vacancies to their 
Classes-——this probably would be the best way of 
insuring the widest possibile cross section of students 
have the opportunity to take part in student 
government 

Sometimes, however, the only answer is a special 
election. Two other new senators also have joined the 
senate this month and they, too, have a controversy 
Surrounding them 

Don Currier and Cathy Barnett were to be among 
four candidates vying for two seats from the school of 
health and human services after iast spring's election 
was invalidated on appeal. The other two candidates 
dropped out and the election was cancelied Unfor- 
tunately, neither Barnett or Currier, nor the AS! lead- 
ership, realized one of the openings was for one 
semester while the other was a year long term (seats 
are staggered so half of the senate comes up for 


election in December, the remainder in May) 

Westrup has proposed a coin toss rather than an 
election where the top vote-getter would take the 
longer seat. Both candidates object to the proposal 
and Currier has said he will appeal if the coin toss 
proposal is adopted 


This situation indicates AS! is doing a poor job of 
handling elections, as well as appointments. and 
more attention should be paid to who will join the 
senate and how 

A special election should be held, as was ordered 
over the summer, to determine who will take which 
senate seat for the heaith and human services 
department 

Senate leaders should also take a close look at the 
procedure for appointing members to make sure all 
CSUS students have an equal say in the spending of 
their money

ASI Is Dismal 


As !n years past. the Associated Students. Inc 
senate is having to scrape for a quorom at their 
weekly hearings, often starting their meetings late 
Recently they were forced to adjourn when the quo- 
rum disappeared during a heated debate over 
funding 

It seems three units of academic credit and $100 
stipend are not enough to induce the student sena- 
tors to attend hearings and fulfil! their obligation to 
the students of CSUS 

Each of the senators has an excuse for absences or 
tardiness— work schedules and schoo! Classes being 
the most popular But senate meetings have been 
held on Tuesday afternoon for many years and the 
senators were aware of that when they were cam- 
paigning last year The candidates promised at that 
time to fill the position and represent their respective 
constituents—a promise that inciudes regular 
attendance at senate hearings 

To combat these quorum problems, which have 
plagued the senate for years, Senate Chair Paui 
Alvarez announced the meetings would be reordered 
SO business could be handled earlier—hopefully 
before the members begin wandering out. In order to 
do this the open forum segment of the meeting has 
been pushed back Open forum is the students’ only 
Opportunity to publicly go on record with statements 
regarding the senate. its decisions pending business 
and so forth 

It is just as important for the student lawmakers to 
listen to their constituents as it is for them to be 
present to vote on the various proposals that come 
before the senate Because most of those proposals are 
appropriations, it is especially imperative for the 
senators to be aware of their constituents’ feelings 

Reordering the meeting will not solve the problem 
of tardy, absent or Gownright apathetic senators. A 
proposal such as the one last Spring requiring attend- 
ance by the members on the threat of expulsion must 
be implemented to clear out the dead wood that is 
holding back the other hard working senators who 
truly want to help the CSUS community 


Muzzling the President 


The most difficult job in Washington D.C. nowa- 
Gays must be k« sping a muzzie on the president. As 
the economy has worsened, pressure has mounted 
on the administration and observers have noted Rea- 
gan’s contact with the public in terms of press confer- 
ences has dwindied to near Nixon-Watergate levels 


Presidential aides must be ina quandary, for they 
cannot afford for the president to become increas- 
ingly isolated from the public so close to the elec- 
tions, yet they cannot let Reagan, who has become 
more tense and short-tempered daily, run amuck and 
embarrass himself with more of his infamous 
off-the-cuff remarks. 


: In recent days, the president has been publicized 
telling an admittedly rude Republican congressional 
candidate to “shut up,” and over the weekend he called 
the Polish government “a bunch of no good lousy 
bums” for outlawing unionism, in what he thought 
iwas an off-the-mike remark. 


While Reagan's faux pas can be defended as being 
the result of a boid stand or simply losing his temper, 
this remarks nevertheless do not inspire confidence 
Why? Perhaps because Americans tend to expect 
‘more dignity and self-control from a man who has 
access to the nuciear panic button. 

; One high-ranking Republican recently offered a 
iteeble defense of the president, saying in effect, poli- 










ticians often say stupid things they don't really mean 
Unfortunately with Reagan making inaccurate gen- 
eralizations and coarse or insensitive remarks has 
become a regrettable part of his Style. as anyone 
involved with his presidential Campaign will wearily 
attest 


Sometimes it appears as if Reagan still thinks of 
himself as governor of California during the 60s, 
shouting down student protesters in Berkeley, only 
now he is trying to shout down Democrats (and some 
Republicans) the FED or the Russians. He rode into 
the capitol high and mighty under the faise assump- 
tion he had a mandate from the people to do anything 
he wished. With his swashbuckling, shoot-from-the- 
hip style, he has attempted to do just that. Now. he 
must face the consequences 

Americans may have thought Billy Carter was a 
hick, but President Reagan, in his own way, has 
brought to Washington a type of unsophisticated, 
quaint but outdated American crudity most often 
associated with a Howard Jarvis-sort of political con- 
servative, but which we have managed to avoid lately 
in our presidents

In America, Weldy said, we 
make social judgments about the 
way people talk. Black English 
does not have prestige because 
black speakers have never had the 
social, economic, or political 
clout 

Weldy said if teachers were 
made aware that black dialects do 
not indicate lack of intelligence 
teachers would better understand 
not only how the rules of standard 
English work but also ail the effort 
that a black student goes through 
to learn standard English

21 Point Lead 
in Hayward

it's called the Jekyll and Hyde 
syndrome — ateam plays one way 
in the first half and totally differ- 
ently in the second half 

Such was the case with the 
CSUS Hornets Saturday after- 
noon as they blew a 21-point lead 
against CSU Hayward, losing 45- 
34 to the Pioneers and suffering 
their first setback after four 
Straight season-opening wins 

A sparse crowd of 900 at Uni- 
versity Stadium in Hayward wit- 
nessed a game reminiscent of the 
shootout at the OK Corral. With 
CSUS leading at one point 28-7

points to seal the victory 

CSUS Head Coach Bob Mattos 
was worried about the explosive 
nature of Hayward. “| told the team

Pioneer quarterback Bill Myatt 
got Hayward on the come-back 
trail late in the second quarter, 
Passing effectively for long gains 

Myatt finished the game com- 
pleting 20 of 41 passes for 370 
yards and four touchdowns, and 
ran for one touchdown himself 
We knew we had a chance in the 
second half against a good CSUS 
offense,” said Myatt. "We putina 
couple of new patterns in the 
second half, and emphasized our 
one-on-one coverar?.”

Those in the market for a bicycle or a bike repair 
service know that the problem is not in finding a bike 
shop, but in choosing one 

Prices for bikes, repairs, clothing and accessories 
as weil as the degree of customer service, vary from 
place to place These shops, void of the typical! sales 
pitch, make an effort to insure that bikers get the 
two-wheeler best suited for their particular needs 


In terms of overall selection, The Bicycle Barn is 
the best place for bike shoppers. Prices for bikes 
range from $160 to $1,600 and include motocross 
touring, racing and coaster types of bicycles 





Sacramento’s Best 








Of the 110 bikes on the display floor. makes 
include Motobecane, Ross, Peugeot, Univegaand 
Bianchi. The Barn specializes in Bianchi and Nuova 
racing bikes 

Also well stocked is their clothing department 
which offers such brand names as Bianchi and 
Piaggio riding shorts. The price for these ranges from 
about $35 to $45. Jersies such as Diamond Back, JMC 
and Shimalio range from $20 to $30 

Vans, about $30, are among the shoes on stock 
Bata shoes go for $25 to $40, and Le Coq Sportif are 
priced higher at $40 to $55. Bell protective helmets 
cost $40 to $55 

Accessories include an assortment of baskets 
water bottles, pumps and components 

But, beware, salespeople are on commission. A

The Associated Students, Inc. Program Board, as 
weil as the Union Network for Innovative Quality Uni- 
versity Entertainment (UNIQUE), are run for the stu- 
dents, by the students. Anyone can participate-—they 








want you to, for God s sake and units are available if 
that's important to you 

OK, so maybe you thought that these entertain- 
ment committees responsible for such events as this 
semester's Quarterfiash concert, Starlight Comedy 
Cafe, Nooners, Coffee House and "Wednesday Night 
at the Movies” film series, were headed by profes- 
sionals and out of the hands of mere mortals like you 
and me. OK, so you were wrong 

The president of the Program Board, Betsy 
Savidge, along with her subcommittee heads (com- 
prised of Annual Events, Performing Arts, Concerts 
ang Films) are all students with classes, outside jobs, 
friends and enemies—just like you and me.

Friday was the deadline for all 
interested clubs to submit funding 
requests for the year to the AFC 

My goal is to spend as close to 
the $20,000 as possible,” said Tim 
Warford, AFC chair 

There are an estimated 175 
clubs on campus but the AFC only 
received funding requests from 
about 30 campus organizations 

There are actually about 40 
requests for funds because some 
clubs listed several requests on a

Only one organization to date 
the Inter-Fraternity Club, has 
received funds to be used for a 
homecoming dance.
